1873 — An Account of houses standing in the south part of Kensington 100 
years since — Griswold Family Scrapbook: The place occupied by Philip Norton was then owned and occupied by Mr. 
Gideon Williams with an old house standing on it. The house still stands at 756 Kensington Road with Norton Rd. It was 
built ca 1799-00 by Gideon Williams, an adopted son of Nathan Cole (1711-1783) whose father Nathaniel Cole (1679- 
1743) bought the land from Samuel Bronson, It is likely Nathan built the old house mentioned ca 1736 when he married 
Ann Galpin (1715-1780). Ann Galpin Cole is said to be the first person buried in Dunham Cemetery. The old house was 
demolished sometime in the 19" century.

Their 
granddaughter is Marjorie Moore who left a charitable foundation for the town. 

Gideon Williams (1737 or 1740-1821) son of Thomas Williams & Hannah Tryon in Wethersfield. Gideon was adopted by Nathan 
Cole. In 1764 he married Patience Graham (1740-1812). They had children: Rhoda, Hannah, David, Prudence, Thomas, Gideon, 
Nathan, Josiah, Sarah, Lydia, Patience. 

Nathan Cole (1711-1783) son of Nathaniel Cole & Elizabeth Woodford. He was a Separtist and joined the Berlin Congregational 
Church. He wrote The Spiritual Travels of Nathan Cole, a copy is at the CT Historical Society. In 1736 he married Anne Galpin (1715- 
1780) daughter of Ensign Samuel Galpin & Anne Knight. They had no children. He adopted Gideon Williams. They are buried in 
Dunham Cemetery.

17. OTHER een FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 
This house has a five-bay facade. Most exterior fabric has been ob- 
scured by the application of modern siding. The central entry has 
side transom lights and is protected by a portico on square posts. Win- 
dows are fitted with old 6-over-6 sash and modern storm sash; facade 
windows are offset slightly towards the corners of the house. First- 
floor windows are taller than those on the second floor, and second- 
floor windows are located immediately under the eaves. There is a 
large central brick chimney. The left elevation features a framed- 
in one-story porch; to the rear are a number of extensions and a variety 
of agricultural outbuildings.

Although much of its exterior detailing is obscured by modern siding, 
this house is significant as a surviving example of an 18th-century 
central chimney house. The basic plan, massing, and ridge-parallel 
orientation are all typical of the 18th century. The five-bay facade 
with its offset windows and the location of the second-floor windows 
high under the eaves are also common features. The lack of hewn over- 
hangs at the second floor and gable ends makes it likely that this house 
was built in the last quarter of the century. 


Little could be uncovered about the early history of the house. During 
the 19th century, it was owned by Philip Norton.
